The cited documents represent the general state of the art. 
The invention defined in the amended claims 1-18 is not 
disclosed by any of these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed optic«al device 
comprising a framework with a first and a second mirror 
arranged in such a way that the second mirror is at a farther 
distance from a person than the first mirror in front of the 
person. Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a 
person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-18 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
